AiiBtln - Texas swine producers nre 
continuing a rebuilding trohdI with the 
December 1 inventory of 510.000 head, 
up 17 percent from test year and 23 
percent from 1984'a record low level. 
Despite tho Increase, this was tho 
third lowest December Inventory on 
recordi 

The number of breeding hogs in¬ 
creased 8 percent from a year ago to 
70,000 head, while market hogs in¬ 
creased 19 percent. 

The December marketrhog inven¬ 
tory totaled 440.000 head, according 
to the Texas Agricultural Statistics 
Service. Market hogs accounted tor 86 
percent of the total inventory. The in¬ 
ventory of market hogs weighing Ibbs 
than 120 pounds was above last year, 
while hogs weighing more than 120 
pounds wore below year ego lovels. 

The 1986 pig crop, up 3 percent from 
a yeaT earlier, totaled 718.000 head.

y *Msny market watchers said they 
had never soen the hog/corn ratio sus¬ 
tain such levels deep into Decemher. 

Some attributed the weight increase 
to the fact hog producers nre In much 
better financial shape thin year than 
1986 — because of lucrative hog prices 
over the last several months. 

Ab a result, they can afford to keep 
the hogs until the market’s price is 
right, ono industry observer said. 

Others said the "unprecedented 
gains were occurring because bows 
were making up a larger percentage of 
the slaughter mix thnn usual, for tax- 
related reasons. 

Moreover, this sow liquidation may 
prevail into early 1987 as well bo pro¬ 
ducers can benefit from capital gains 
and other current deductions that are 
unavailable under the new tax law, 
they added. 

Recent moderate temperatures 
throughout the com belt favored feed 
conversion/ratios, accelerating the 
weight gains, they said. 

The net result could translate Into 
total hog tonnage close to year-earlier 
levels, they said. 

Some producers, however, are 
tempering weight gains because many 
hog terminals are working at capacity 
now and are unable to house thu in¬ 
creased tonnage, said one market wat¬ 
cher. 

Other industry analysts believe 
these weight increases will not only be 
halting but also trending lower by tho 
end of the year after “topplng-out” 
lest weok. Seasonally, hog weights 
should have begun to slip in early 
Decembor.

Commodity Insight 
Week Ending Dec. 25 

There is a quarterly event known as 
triple witching day that has caught 
the attention of the media. On four 
Fridays a year, stock index options, in¬ 
dex futures and options on individual 
stocks expire at once. On expiration 
day traders have to close out their 
tiadBs or roll them over to another 
contract month. 

Triple witching day can be very 
volatile. Fireworks or fizzle is usually 
the order of the day. It is estimated 
that program traders, those who use | 
computers to tract options, futures 
and atockB, are looking to dump from 
11 billion to $7 billion worth of stock 
on any given triple witching day. 

Thia past Friday was a triple wit¬ 
ching day. As things developed it was 
a yawner. There were no real fireworks 
to apeak of and the day was rather 
uneventfuL The only thing that I 
found of interest was the fact that a 
record volumo of 244 million shares 
traded hands on tho New York Stock 
Bxchange. More than 85 million 
shares of that total traded in tho final 
two minutes. That's amazing. 

While the media focused upon triple 
witching hour for the financial 
markets the agricultural markets were 
Ignored. It's a shame too. Becauso the 
ag markets experienced somo wild and 
crazy trading that rivaled anything 
UBuelly found on a triple witching day 
in the financial markets. 

All the December futures contracts 
expired last Friday for livestock and 
grains. And expired they did. Actually 
prices for these expiring futures con¬ 
tracts collapsed. 

December hogs went off the board 
near the $52 level which was down 
11.42 far the day. December cattle ex¬ 
pired at $56.70, under the very Impor¬ 
tant $60 level. This was a very bearish 
dose for tha critters and could be a 
praytaw of coining attractions. 

The wheat market had troubles of its 
own on this triple witching day. 
December wheat, which wbb thought 
to be a market leader, collapsed to the 
52.61 level. That was a decline of .17 
Mnta for the day, Talk about a train 
wreck! 

The most amazing thing of all 
however, was the fact that December 
oats expired .20 cents over December 
com. That was the widest price ever 
for oats over the price of corn. All this 
on a day that the media has named tri-1 

pie witching day. 

The year 1986 appears to be ending 
on a very bearish note. The commodity 
Markets are demoralized and there 
seems little hope that the situation will 
improve in the days and monthB
